was very evident. These things do not 
just assemble by a fairy wand. 

Then this done, ther were the other 
hours in training Freddie and Mary 
and Jimmie and Jennie in the many 
intricate movements, and the children 
played their parts well, and not least 
were teh boys who stood = sentrys 
throughout a long play with never 
a moving arm or ad a difficult thing 
to do, 

Very great credit 1s due Miss Gor- 
don and Miss McGragor, the teachers 
responsible for this excellently pro- 
duced Operetta. 

Folk Dancing proved a novel and en- 
tertaining feature. Danish, Swedish 
and English Folk Duncces were car- 
ried through, depicting the differing 
forms of the different countries with 
characteristic costumes and meaning, 
more thought and preparation. 

The May Pole Dance with the inter- 
twining of the colors was graceful and 
very pretty. Perhaps— because we are 
of English descent— we liked this 
best. Mr W. I. McKenzie was the in- 
structor for these various intricate 
movements, 

“The Wedding’— A play by High 
School students brought forth gales of 


laughter. The bridegroom so agitated 
and distraught over the loss of a cul- 
lar button that his approaching mar- 
tiage sank far below in importance, 
was exceedingly well played. So was 
the part of the bridegroom who was 
much concerned over the location of 
te back stairway, and his bewilder- 
ment when he could not find the ring, 
was one of the high rpots of the Play. 

The bride looked very winsome in 
her bridal attire and she carried 
through her part of the defiant and in- 
dependent young Miss of today very 
well indeed. 

The othe: players had less import- 
ant roles, but they played these with a 
trueness that showed their full under- 
standing of the situation. 

S. H. Crowther was the diifector. 

The Handkerchief Drill, (An Imita- 
tion of a Snow Storm) This was a 
very pretty, intricate and quite lengthy 
Grill very well carried through. Here 
again the costumes were pretty and 
showed the work of skillful fingers, 

A Play— The Christmas Poet, pro- 
vided a unique entertainment where 
two poets of differing poetical appre- 
ciation put forth their respective ou:- 
pourings of poetical effusion. One 
making sentimental tributes to the 
moon and moonlight—- and the other, 
plain every day mattei-of-fact rhymes 
on practical subjects. 

The other characters filled in the 
necessary background. The parts wey: 
all well acted. 

These two parts of the programme 
were produced by Mr Jack Crellin.. 

An entirply new feature was the pre- 
sentation of a Play by The Dramatic 
Clase which was written by one of the 
High School girls, M:ss Greta Nilsson. 

The Play, The Misxing R, was a 
scene at a Railway station, with Sta- 
tion settings, porter and all typicacily 
portrayed. 

The “surprise” faited for both par- 
tles as each was bent on the same 
plan. The grief caused through the 
deaf old lady not knowing she was 
sitting on a treasure! hat was clearly 
shown, 

This Play was ditected by Miss Mc- 
Gregor, teacher of Dramatics and Mu 
sic in the School. 

The Group of Boys and Girls giving 
teh choruses gave evidence of careful 
training. Their voices weife well bal- 
anced and the time and tune in per- 
fect unison.

Sixth Anniversary Letter 
3 

Since the fifth anniversary letter of 
this series Was written a year ago, 
critical changes have occurred in the 
international situation, This has 
brought about unforseen changes in 
the national and agricultural economy 
of Canada and it is feit that this an- 
niversary letter might deal briefly 
with the changed agricultura] situa- 
tion as it will possibly affect our dis- 
trict as well as agriculturists gener 
ally. 

Our whole outlook and mental atti- 
tude has undergone and is undergoing 
a change. War brings about serious 
conditions und often leads to hysteria 
and unsoundness in tought regarding 
important problems at a time when 
calm, logical thinking is particularly 
essential, 

One thing usually iesults from war, 
ramely an increase in wages and pri- 
ces of products. We lave already seen 
evidence of this in certain lines, in- 
cluding some thougu not all agricult- 
ural products, Those who remember 
the last war were ppossibly inclined 
to expect even more drastic advances 
than have occurred aud some are even 
critical of the fact that agricultural 


products have not shown a greater 
price increase than they have. 
Granted that farnwrs should be 


permitted a profit on their operations, 
there are two things which should be 
considered. One is that the farmers’ 
contribution to Canadian war efforts 
may in the form of pruduction without 
prices skyrocketed beyond reasonable 
jimits. Another factor is that ppast ex- 
perience has shown that abnormally 
high prices during periods of stress 
may lead to serious and disastrous re- 
percussions when peace time comes 
again, s 

During the war period, economy of 
production must be more important 
than ever. All available information 
should be applied to this end and 
each and every farm. should study 
his operations in the light of wvail- 
able knowledge to devermine whether 
his production program is basically 
sound and on teh most economical 
basis, 

Some changes in production may be 
desirable as the demand for certain 
agricultural products 1s increased un- 
der war requirements The Agricult- 
ural Supply Board has been conatitut- 
ed to study the demand and supply 
situation in order to advise regarding 
desirable shifts in production, Un- 
doubtedly farmers as a whole will co- 
Operate to the fullest possible extent 
to make suggestions of this Board ef- 
fective. This will prevent serious dis- 
ruption of our agricultural economy 
and will also tend to stabilize prices at 
a profitable level. 

In the irrigated areas of Southern 
Alberta we are in the fortunate posi- 
tion of being fairly certain of a crop 
each year, This is a valuable factor 
in production and it becomes our duty 
to make sure that we ure using our re- 
sources to the fullest advantage. 

The Experimental Station at Leth- 
bridge stands ready to lend support in 
this endeavour througu advice and sug- 
gestions based on experiments and on 
the experiences of successful farmers.
